Your log or logs should include the list of unique stations worked times the number of 
DXCC countries worked times Maidenhead locators worked, ie [053, 1054 etc. This 
is the total number of points to be claimed. All simplex contacts on all legal modes 
made between January the Ist 2002 and December the 31st 2002 are valid. Repeater 
contacts do not count. 


Unique station, means you can only claim points for a particular station once, this is 
unless you work the same station in a different square /P or /M. 


Please note that logs for the 4 meter & 6 meter Shields should not be mixed as these 
are two seperate awards.
